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Less Shouting and Closer Scrutiny 


It is inevitable that those who seek 
political profit from the MacArthur affair 
should shriek pained indignation at the 
decision of the Senate Armed Services and 
Foreign Relations Committees to hold 
closed sessions during the questioning of 
the general concerning Far Eastern policy. 


We think, and we believe the public 
generally will agree, that a full and com- 
plete airing of the dispute demands closed 
sessions, including the barring of all con- 
gressmen not members of those two com- 
mittees. The danger of “leaks” will be 
greatly reduced. 


At the same time, it is incumbent upon 
the committees to let the people know 
all the facts which come out which would 
not adversely affect national security. Sen. 
Richard RusselJ, chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee, has promised as much 
and we are willing to rely upon his word. 

We do not believe Senator Russell will 
allow a false designation of what affects 
national security simply to save someone 
from blame for blunders. His release of 
the Wedemeyer report, which should have 
been made public long/ago, lends support 
to that view. 

It is difficult to see where anyone in 
high government or military position is 
entirely free from blame for the confused 
state of our Far Eastern policy. Secretary 
Acheson’s attempt yéSterday to jibe policy 
decisions with the Wedemeyer report was 
unfortunate.

The administration has made a great 
many mistakes in the Far East. But so 
has General MacArthur. And Senator 
Taft, who has taken it upon himself to 
become the general’s chief advocate, has 
been figuratively twisting and contorting 
all over the Asian continent so that his 
trail is impossible to follow. 

The Wedemeyer report of 1947, for ex- 
ample, provides second guessers with great 
material. He was right. But the report 
must be examined in the light of our lead- 
ership at the time. It was within the frame- 
work of the UN. And we did not wish to 
be accused of building up an American 
force in Korea. We were earnestly striv- 
ing to provide examples which would in- 
dicate to the world we had no imperialistic 
designs. Time and the Russians make that 
policy seem folly in the light of the sec- 
ond guess. 

What is needed is a calm examination 
into the policies that have been followed 
and the blunders that have been made 
with a view to establishing, for the future, 
a direct course toward our objective. That 
cannot be done in an atmosphere of vin- 
dictiveness and political furor.

Ticket: Is Seen 


WASHINGTON —On the assumption that 

President Truman will not be a candidate for 

re-election and that the Democrats will turn to 

Gen. Dwight Eisenhower as the logical man to head the party ticket, 

preliminary steps are bejng taken here to organize a movement for 

having Sen. Richard B. Russell of Georgia named as the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential nominee next year. 

Spearheading the movement and giving it financial backing is 
Lawrence Wood (Chip) Robert, well-known businessman of Atlanta 
and Washington, who long has been associated with Democratic 
Party affairs. He has been in Washington for the past several days 
conferring over details of an organized Russell vice-presidential 
boom. At the proper time he plans to set up- headquarters to this 
end at some appropriate place. 

Mr, Robert, a formér secretary and treasurer of the Democratic 
National Committee and a fomer assistant secretary of the treasury 
under the Roosevelt administration, thinks that the nomination of 
General Eisenhower by the Democrats is, now inevitable in view 
of the issue raised by the Republicans over the President’s dis- 
missal of Gen, Douglas MacArthur as our Far Eastern commander. 


First Ballot 


He sees an Eisenhower nomination on the first 
ballot of the next Democratie national conven- 


- tion, with President Truman openly urging this cou 


“That being true,” he says, “and with General Eisenhower hav- 
ing no affiliation with either major party, the Democrats of the 
South will have a right as the backbone of the party to demand a 
place on the national ticket. Senator Russell fits the needs of the 
situation better than any Southern man who has been proposed. 
Accordingly, I am taking steps now to organize a movement in 
his behalf—to the end that the Democrats may offer a sure-to-win 
ticket of Eisenhower and Russell.” 

Earlier, Rep. Eugene Cox of Georgia, a veteran of long service 
in the lower House, had announced that at the proper time he 
intended to launch a Russell boom for the vice-presidential nomi- 
nation. He shares Mr. Robert’s view that the Georgia junior sena- 
tor is the logical man for Southern Democrats to put forward for 
second place on the 1952 ticket. 

With the issue shaping up as it is over General MacArthur, 
Senator Russell occupies an important strategic position by virtue 
of his chairmanship of the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
which launches an investigation this week of the whole MacArthur 
controversy. It will be within his power to shape the course of the 
inquiry. Most observers see the possibility of the inquiry taking 
a line that will focus public attention on the divergent views of 
General Eisenhower and General MacArthur with respect to our 
foreign policy. 

General MacArthur, of course, is advocating making Asia our 
main battleground against Communism. General Eisenhower, on 
the other hand, insists that Western Europe should be the key- 
stone of our defense system. 


- This is the over-all issue which the Repub- 
Over All Issue licans are seeking to build up out of the 
MacArthur controversy. They would take it into the next presi- 
dential campaign. 

As Mr. Robert and many others see it, such an issue would 
make it inevitable that Eisenhower be the Democratic candidate. 
It is pointed out, for one thing, that whatever may have been his 
past political leanings, if any, the effect of the MacArthur issue 
will be to drive him into the ranks of the Democrats. 

Among other keen observers, there is a suspicion that Mr. Tru- 
man already has a scheme of the kind in mind. Few people believe 
any longer that he has any intention of seeking a third term, and 
if he is of this frame of mind General Eisenhower would be the 
easiest man he could nominate as his successor and elect. ? 

Senator Russell’s political fortunes seem now to be closely inter- 
woven with the Eisenhower Democratic boom. His friends are 
determined to press them to full capacity. Both Representative 
Cox and Mr. Robert promise that much more will be heard about 
an Eisenhower-Russell ticket as time goes on.

Then, bless 
my soul, the cook came in with a basket of 
small ‘trout, some flat fish like a perch, shrimp 
and eels, most of them still alive. He put four

chunks of butter each about the size of a pack- 
age of cigarettes on the hot plate and then tossed 
the fish, shrimps, etc., on.

The Men Around Gen. MacArthur 


Editor’s Note: 


The John Gunther book, “The Riddle of MacArthur,” 


which was written be- 


- fore General MacArthur was relieved from duty by Mr. Truman, provides an interesting reflection 


- on the General in view of recent developments. 


Newspapermen resident in the Tokyo theater have had, on their side, several grievances. They 


did not like to be treated like Gis, spies, or would-be courtiers. 


They found it disagreeable that 


the supreme commander was so inaccessible. They did not get along well with several of his press 
officers. No American correspondent has, so far as I know, ever been expelled from Japan, but sev- 
eral have had grave difficulty getting back if for instance they left the theater on home leave or for 


assignments elsewhere. 


Also the MacArthur headquarters got into 7 
crisis by a ruling to the effect that any corre- 
spondent who left Japan—even temporarily— 
must forfeit his credentials and apply for ac- 
creditization all over again; moreover, his family, 
if he had one, must leave Army quarters. Strug- 
gle over this decree was carried all the way to 
Washington; in the end MacArthur was flatly 
overruled, and the regulations modified. 

After this things went smoothly—more or 
less—till the Korean War. Several perfectly 
reputable reporters were barred from Korea dur- 
ing the first weeks of the war, on the charge 
that they “had given aid and comfort to the 
enemy”; actually, they had performed high pa- 
triotic service by writing the truth, which badly 
needed to be told, about American and South 
Korean weakness. 


People sometimes say that MacArthur 
has a “Gestapo.” This is nonsense, of 
course. Nothing remotely like Hitler’s Ge- 
stapo or the Russian secret police exists in 
Japan—the idea is- wholly unthinkable—but 
just the same pretty nearly everything about 
everybody is known in Tokyo. There is no 
censorship of the mail or telephone, but little 
goes on that SCAP does not hear about. 


There are, as they say in Tokyo, three “door- 
ways” to the supreme commander. One is Col. 
L. E. (“Larry”) Bunker, his chief aide, the chan- 
nel for diplomatic contacts and the like. The 
second, for strictly military matters, is the chief 
of staff. The thisd, and most important, is Brig. 
Gen. Courtney Whitney, his chief political ad- 
viser and, so to speak, his secretary of state. 

Whitney and Bunker are both very close to 
MacArthur; on a personal rather than an official 
level several others are almost as close, like 
Mrs. Gibbons, Colonel Huff (“Old Sid,” who has 
been in his service longer than anybody else), 
and Maj. Anthony Story, the pilot of his private 
plane, once the Bataan and now the SCAP. Then 


there are others, again on a different level, like — 


Maj. Gen. Charles A. Willoughby, his chief of 

- G-2 and an extremely picturesque officer, and 
Maj. Gen. William F. Marquat who is the ac- 
complished head of SCAP’s Economic and Scien- 
tific Section. 

Some of these intimate with the general are 
known as members of the “Bataan crowd” or 

' “Bataan gang”; i. e., they were with the supreme 
commander in Manila at the outbreak of war or 

| before. The highest eminence in this restricted 
‘‘circlé belonged, naturally, to those whom Mac- 
| Arthur took out with him on the flight from 

' Corregidor. Incidentally, officers who stayed in 
the Philippines, under General Wainwright, 
‘mever had much of a subsequent career with 
MacArthur. 

The distinguishing mark of these men. is 
reverence—even adoration—of the supreme com- 
mander. I heard one of them say, with perfect 

genuineness, when I asked him about MacAr- 
| thur’s character, “I honestly can’t tell you any- 
‘thing. He’s too enormous, too unpredictable. I 
don’t really understand him myself. No one 
could. ”D 
| These officers are acute, lively men with 


“ 


strong personalities, and though their allegiance 
to the general binds them together they have 
sharp tensions and jealousies,amongst them- 
selves. MacArthur is perfectly aware of this, 
and feels in fact that such a situation is useful 
in that it drives each man to do his best. He is 
not above playing one off against another, and 
SCAP has is cliques and camarillas. But—a 
basic group fealty binds everybody to Mac- 
Arthur. 

In another category are the strictly military 
men who serve MacArthur in his role as CINCFE, 
like the late General Walker, commanding offi- 
cer of the Eighth Army; Admiral C. T. Joy, the 
Navy commander; and two superb .air officers, 
Lt. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, boss of FEAF 
(Far Eastern Air Force), and the commander 
of the Fifth Air Force, Maj. Gen. Earle (“Pat”) 
Partridge, one of the ablest and most attractive 
airmen I ever met. 

General’ Whitney, who is described as a “sole 
dier-statesman” in biographical material pre- 


pared by SCAP, was born in Maryland in 1897. 


He is an exceptionally shrewd lawyer, with a 
sharp, fluent mind. Before that he had been an 
army officer. The supreme commander likes 
him so much because “their minds just meet.” 


General Marquat, the director of the economie 
life of Japan, is 56. He was born in St. Louis, 
and brought up in Seattle; his personality is 
cheerful, vigorous, and modest. As a youngster 
he worked as a reporter on the* Seattle Times. 
He told us that there is still printer’s ink in his 
veins, and that “they spoiled a good newspaper- 
man to make me a lousy officer.” He is far 
from being a lousy officer.” 5 


General Willoughby is still another and 
very different type. This stupendous offi- 
cer—he is tall and stout as an ox, with what 
seems to be a square yard of decorations on 
his cask-like chest—was born in Heidelberg, 
Germany, in 1892; his mother was an Amer- 
ican, his father a German aristocrat. 


.Naturalized as an American citizen in 1910, 
he assumed his mother’s name. Nobody could 


be a more civilized host than Willoyghby;' with 


nobody in Tokyo is it possible to have more 
peppery arguments. He gives a note of old 
Central Europe still. 

MacArthur is the only man in the world 
about whose opinion he cares gnything. The 
supreme commander thinks that some of his 
eccentricities may be annoying, but he has com- 
plete confidence in him, as an officer; Wil- 
loughby became his head of intelligence in 1941, 
and he has held this job ever since. 


Willoughby encountered some extremely se- 


vere criticism when it seemed, early in Decem- 
ber, 1950, that our forces in Korea were facing 
possible catastrophe as the result of Chinese in- 
tervention. Willoughby was fTesponsible for 
what information MacArthur was receiving; 
most other sources of intelligence were frozen 
out.

Of the Governor 


This may be a big day in Georgia, and you sit 
there unaware of it. For all you know, this may 
be “Who-dun-it Day” in Georgia, and you haven't 

hestirved yourself to solve any high crimes or political shenanagins. 
But if some important, vital, essential, dramatic, historic day has 
passed unnoticed by you this week, you can blame it on the press. 
What with all the fuss about MacArthur and Trurhan and the 
Metropolitan Grand Opera and the rodeo in Atlanta, there has 
been scant space to devote to the governor’s proclamations of 
special days recently. 

Proclaiming is not too important a task with the governor, but 
it sure keeps his office busy. New governors don’t think so much 
about this business of issuing proclamations. Every time Georgia 
gets a new governor, he mutters something about the things being 
a little foolish, and that he isn’t going to be proclaiming all the 
time. But when the good ladies present their petition for this or 
that day, or when the loyal order of something-or-other with fine 
purposes and many votes ask for a little bitty old proclamation, 
the chief executive begins to yield. And, before he knows it, he 
isn’t paying any more attention to his resolution against proclama- 
tions. than he.is to limiting the number of colonels on his staff. 


Polish When the present governor rears back and issues a 

proclamation, it is Asst. Atty. Gen. John Houston who 
polishes it up with the proper “Whereases, and Therefores.” In 
language, sometimes flowery, sometimes inspirational, and always 
ge the proclamations urge Georgians to eat peanuts, plant 


‘trees, honor the Confederate heroes, or join the U. S. Army Nurses 


Corps. Seems like everybody is interested in planting trees this 
year. There has been the usual Arbor Day and also Forestry Day, 
and Keep Georgia Green Week. 

The governor has signed 34 proclamations thus far this year— 
and the year isn’t one-third gone. Sometimes, Houston gets con- 
fused in all the pile of requests for special days and special weeks 
and special months, and prepares proclamations proclaiming the 
same day for two different events. Which’ upsets these Georgians 
who happen to read the papers and find that they are celebrating, 
for instance, something like Georgia Heart Weak and Spring Clean- 
up Time (a bad thing on the heart) at the same time. ’ 

In case you have overlooked some of the special days and 
want to observe them right quick before the proclamations for the 
new month begin pouring in, here’s a list of proclamations of days 
thus far in 1951: General Longstreet Day, U. S. Army Nurse Corps 
Day, Children’s Dental Health Day, I Am an American Day, Shut- 
in Day, Thomas Alva Edison Day, Arbor Day, George Washington’s 
Birthday, Robert E. Lee’s Birthday and Southern Memorial Day. 

A day hasn’t been sufficient for some special events. For 
instance, there have been proclamations for Engineers’ Week, 
Spring Clean-up Time, Garden Emphasis Week, Boys’ Club Week, 
Georgia Livestock Week, Boy ‘Scout Week, Keep Georgia Green 
Week, University of Georgia Week, Wildlife Restoration Week, 
Georgia Heart Week, Thrift Week in Georgia, FFA Week, Georgia 
Volunteer U. S. Marine Platoon Week, 4-H Club Week, Georgia 
Vision Week, Crime Prevention Week, National Peanut Week and 
even a Help the Crippled Children’s Month. 


. All kidding aside, as you inspect these days and 
No Kidding weeks, you can justify most of them as pro- 
moting interest in worthy projects. The governor issues proclama- 
tions chiefly at the request of local organizations which are inter- 
ested in promoting something of interest to the people’s welfare. 
“The governor’s office gets requests for more than 200 proc- 
lamations a year,” Houston reports. “There may be as many as 
100 issued this year. ‘Those which are turned down are ideas 
which either are publicity-seeking for personal interests or proj- 
ects in which Georgians have no general interest.”

Everyone’s Working for Uncle 


Any doubt that government today is not big business can be dispelled in a jiffy 
by considering the numbers employed in Georgia at the various strata of govern- 
mental service. Such employment—local, state and federal—in the aggregate adds 
up to the fourth largest industry in the state, and it is still growing. Much of 
this expansion presumably can be traced to the effects of the Korean War with its 


resultant acceleration of activities of the U. S. government. 


The latest word from 


the Sieoliiaiteal Security Agency, Georgia Department of Labor, places the total of government 


employment at 127,800 for March, 1951. 


This high total is exceeded in only three other. fields 


of endeavor within the state, these being farming, manufacturing and trade. 


To illustrate the swift climb in governmental 
employment in recent months, a glance at the 
total for July of last year shows that employ- 
ment then was 112,700, or 15,000 below today’s 
level. 


With the entire economy of the country 
expanding in the industrial acceleration of 
rearmament perhaps it is enly natural that 
government employment should also reflect 
the over-all pickup in tempo in the nation. 


Aside from increases in civilian employment 
pertinent to activities of the armed forces, is the 
added activity of governmental participation in 
the everyday business of living, as pe the Office 
of Price Stabilization. 


To show that governmental employment 
matches strides with Georgia’s over-all economy, 
it is interesting to noté that in January of 1948 
the total employment in all industry in the state 


, was 748,700, while the government employment 


level was at 102,800. By December of last year, 
employment in all industry in Georgia had risen 
to 826,300, a record, and government employ- 
ment had met the advance by going to 127,100. 


The Georgia Department of Labor summary 
for March, released by Ben T. Huiet, commis- 
sioner of labor, had this to say: 


“The gain of 2,500 workers (over February) ° 


in government occurred primarily in federal 
agencies, although some increase occurred at 
state and local levels. Government employment 
has risen steadily since the invasion of Korea and 
in March. was higher than in any previous post- 
war month.” 


Further illustrating the dominant place of 
government employment in Georgia is compari- 
son with some of sthe state’s large industries. 
The largest single employer in Georgia in manu- 
facturing is the textile business. In March of this 
year that industry employed 112,900. persons, or 
15,000 less than the number of persons employed 
by government. 


The manufacture of all durable goods in 
Georgia employed in March 85,900 persons (tex- 
tiles are classified as “ndndurable goods”. in 
manufacturing classification), far below the level 
of government employment. 


Of course, Georgia is not unique among 
the states in this relativély high level of gov- 
ernment employment. However, the fact At- 
lanta is the focal point of many Southeast- 


ern activities of the U. S. government adds 
greatly to the total in this state of govern- 
ment employment, 


. The Peach State capital fast is approaching 
the position of a sort of Washington (j. g) of 
the Southland, and that is all right, for it merely 
emphasizes the progress the Gate City is making 
as a great center of commerce and communica- 
tions and manufacturing.

Revolt in Russia against Communist slavery

They have made public their blueprint for world 
domination. Yet our own government still per- 
sists in refusing to believe Stalin’s own words 
just as Britain’s Chamberlain refused to believe 
Hitler’s “Mein Kampf.” 


The Voice of America, which has been weak 
and ineffective under the State department, 
should be put under independent authority and 
staffed with people who know something of the 
method of propaganda and revolution.
